The Mayor has issued the following 
proclamation: 

“All citizens are notified that it is 
a& crime to wear a Red Cross, imper- 
sonating an officer of the Red Cross 
Association, without having proper au- 
thority to do so. You will, therefore, 
take notice that those who wear the 
badge of the Red Cross without au- 
thority will be arrested and dealt with 
according to law. . 

“As there is no necessity for private 
citizens bearing arms, or for the or- 
ganization of a vigilance, aitizens or 
any other private committee to arm 
and patrol districts, you are hereby 
notified to discontinue the sama, asthe 
military and police authorities will 
be very strict {n the enforcement of 
the law relating to the carrying of 
concealed weapons, 

“To impersonate an officer of any 
kind is a crime, and all private or- 
ganizations and all cadets of every 
kind, are hereby requested to discard 
their uniforms in order that only the 
Federal troops and the State militia 
may be uniformed and so recognized, 
This order must be strictly carried 
out or arrests will follow for imperson- 
ating an officer. 

“You are again notified not to use 
water excépt' for washing and drink- 
ing purposes, as the supply is very 
short, and may, perhaps have to be 
cut off altogether for a few days in 
order to répair the breaks in the pipes. 

“Keep up the same fortitude that 
you have exhibited in the past week, 
and the same kindly nature which 
has made the people of San Francisco 
famous during this catastrophe. Bus- 
iness is gradually being resumed. We 
hope soon to have the condition so 
that it will continue without interrup- 
tion. 

“Let every man and woman be a 
sanitary officer in order that the 
proper sanitary measures may be en- 
forced, and an epidemic of disease 
prevented. Help the authorities in 
their work, because by so doing you 
will help yourselves, and will tetnd to 
quicken the bringing about of the for- 
mer conditions. 

“Again I say be calm, exhibit the

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THE SEWERS IS BEGUN. 


Acting wnder instructions of the 
Board of Public Works, E. J. Brandon 
and a number of volunteers yesterday 
inspected the sewers in the Mission 
district, looking for breaks.

From the result of 
yesterday's inspection it is thought the 
sewer system generally was not great- 
ly damaged by the earthquake and 
that the breaks are comparatively few 
and far between. 

The Street Cleaning Department has 
men and teams at work removing de- 
bris from vacant lots and parks where 
refugees are camped. 


RED CROSS OPENS ITS 
BRANCH AT THE PRESIDIO 

The Red Cross Association yesterday 
opened its Presidio branch, with Mrs. 
Austin in charge. Its work immediately 
began with the establishment of a regis- 
tration bureau and the erection of nu- 
merous’ tents in the center of the post 
from which the distribution of stores are 
to be made. A large stove was also set 
in place closely and arrangements for a 
soup kitchen begun. 

Mrs. Sarah Frye, who has charge of 
the San Francisco branch of the na- 
tional organization, was on the ground 
yesterday to get the relief movement un- 
der way. She states that her plan con- 
sisted mainly. of devising some means 
by’ which the immense stores of cloth- 
ing and provisions now on the way here 
can be distributed without waste and 
unnecessary extravagance. 


She advised that if some plan can be! 


arranged by which all of the campers’ 
tents could be numbered, she thought 
that members of the society could see 
that everybody was fed equally well and 
the system of people standing in a long 
line could be abolished. 

‘“‘As matters are now,” she said, ‘‘some 
of the Italian families scatter their chil- 
dren along the lines and each one loads 
himself with provisions.’ It is well 
known that some of these families have 
stored away immense quantities of pro- 
visions and keep asking~for more while 
ethers have scarcely any.’’”

Sand refugees are being cared for in 
“this city to-day. Emergency hospitals, 
distributing stations for food and 
Sleeping accommodations have been 
provided. for all who are homeless, and 
not one of the entire number is hun- 
gry to-day. The University of Cali- 
fornia campus is the principal fleld of 
“operations. A maternity. hospital has 
established, with physicians, 
TIurses aud= complete eyusiipment, and 
three babies were born there last night. 
Seven were born in the hospital in the 
Native Sons’ Hall. 

The woman students of the univer- 
sity have charge of the feeding of the 
homeless strangers, and twenty ranges 
have been set up under the oaks. Ta- 
bles have been set up and the women 
are busy cooking and serving the food 
for the multitude. The bathing facll- 
ities in both the men’s and women’s 

asium have been turned over to 
the relief ‘committees and more than 
200 shower baths are in use daily. 
Laundry facilities have also been set 
up for both men and women in Harmon 
gymnasium. The sanitary condition 
is perfect and there is at present no 
danger of the spread of disease. All 
the fraternity,club and sorority houses 
have been given up by the students 
and are occupied by the refugees.
